Nova Scotia Power customers to foot bill for $6o-million head office renos

Nova Scotia Power will spend 
up to $60 million renovating its 
waterfront property into a new 
energy-efficient head office by 
2011 . 

Customers will foot the bill, 
but it will be cheaper in the long 
run, said Nova Scotia Power CEO 
Rob Bennett. 

“The cost to customers will be 
less when compared to the 
amount we would pay in 2011 
and beyond for renting corpo¬ 
rate office space,” Bennett said.

The utility’s 20-year lease in 
Scotia Square expires in early 
2011. 

Bennett said the cost to cus¬ 
tomers will depend on the final 
price of renovating the former 
power plant, estimated between 
$50 and $60 million. “It will have 
an impact on rates that’s less 
than the impact that all other al¬ 
ternatives would’ve had,” Ben¬ 
nett said. 

The price tag still has to be ap¬ 
proved by the Utility and Review 
Board. It’s not factored into 
NSP’s recently proposed 12 per 
cent rate hike, which goes to a 
public hearing in September. 

The new building will be big 


enough for the utility and its par¬ 
ent company, Emera, which will 
rent space. Bennett said an addi¬ 
tional 15,000 to 50,000 square 
feet will be rented to other com¬ 
panies, helping to defray costs. 

The utility is aiming for the 
highest rating in environmental

Nova Scotia Power CEO Rob 
Bennett said the cost of renovating 
will end up saving customers mil¬ 
lions, as opposed to continuing to 
rent or develop on new property.

A 42-year-old Sackville 
man was sentenced to six 
months in jail and two 
years probation yesterday 
for accessing child pornog¬ 
raphy, but it’s already cost 
him much more than that. 

Darren John Landry 
pleaded guilty to accessing 
child pornography, after 
being caught with over 
100,000 sexual images of 
children on his computer. 


It all started when police 
in New Jersey raided the 
office of a Belarus-based 
business 
that was 
selling on¬ 
line access 
to child 
porn. 

US au¬ 
thorities in¬ 
formed the 
RCMP of Darren John 
several Landry. 
Canadians, 

including Landry, who had 
sent money to the busi¬ 
ness. Police later raided his 


house and found the stash 
of “child erotica.” 

Landry’s wife has since 
left him and he is expected 
to be discharged from the 
Royal Canadian Navy. This 
ends the master seaman’s 


17-year career in the 
armed forces. 

“He’s most definitely re¬ 
morseful. He’s lost his 
wife, his home, his career 
of 17 years. He’s got to 
start all over again,” said 


Joel Pink, Landry’s lawyer. 

Pink said Landry told 
him he was happy he got 
caught because now he’ll 
get the treatment he needs 
to correct his behaviour. 

“This is a substantially 
tougher sentence than we 
were seeing two or three 
years ago,” said Crown 
prosecutor Craig Botterill. 

“Seeing someone go to 
jail at all is a big improve¬ 
ment over where we 
were... It used to be house 
arrest or if there was a jail 
sentence it was in the 
range of 45 days.”

Man suing Dome 
for bathroom slip

injuries. A bad night at the 
Dome for most people 
usually involves waking 
up in an unfamiliar room 
next to someone whose 
name you think might be 
Jamie. 

But Tyson Taylor’s night 
out a year ago ended with 
an injury, and now he’s 
suing the Dome nightclub 
over the cleanliness of 
their bathroom floors. 

Taylor claims the floor 
in the men’s bathroom in 
April 2007 was “wet with 
stagnant liquid spread 
across the entire surface” 
as well as being covered 
with pieces of broken 
glass, according to court 
documents filed at Nova 
Scotia Supreme Court. 

Taylor claims he was out 
with friends when he 
slipped on the floor due to 
the dangerous conditions, 
suffering a fractured right 
ankle and a laceration on 
his right hand. 

Now he’s suing the 
Dome for damages for 
pain and suffering, loss of 
enjoyment of life, and loss 
of earning capacity, 
among other things. 

The Dome has not yet 
filed a defence in court.

Louis Re snick said he 
was happy for ECL to take 
the spotlight for now, but 
he joked that his brick, 
stone and glass building is 
‘a lot prettier.’ 

Resniclc wasn’t forth¬ 
coming about the finer de¬ 
tails of his 17-floor plus 
penthouse building on Bar¬ 
rington and Granville 
Streets. 

“It’s a work in progress,” 
he said in a phone inter¬ 
view from Toronto yester¬ 
day. 

He said he wanted to 
save the big announce¬ 
ment for the public hear¬ 
ing coming up on Wednes¬ 
day. 

But there’s a long road 
ahead to get the project ap¬ 
proved. 

“It’s not just as simple as 
going to the public and go¬ 
ing to council,” he said. 

First there is the propos¬ 
al, then comes meetings 
with HRM staff who set 
goals for the project, then 
there is input from the 
public. 

“We’re hopeful it will be 
well received and we hope 
to move it as quickly as 
possible,” Resniclc said.

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Grade 12 math 
numbers go up 

Student average still close to failing mark 


advanced math average 

Grade 12 students in advanced math had an average grade of 61 
per cent in the course and 71 per cent of them passed the 
provincial exam, up from 64 per cent in 2007. Francophone stu¬ 
dents in the province improved in Mathematiques avancees, 
from 64 per cent in 2007 to 67 per cent in 2008.

Grade 12 students in Nova 
Scotia barely passed math 
this year. And that’s actual¬ 
ly good news. 

The provincial average 
for Mathematics 12 was 51 
per cent, and half of all stu¬ 
dents who wrote the 
provincial exam for the 
course failed it. 

In 2006 and 2007, the av¬ 
erage grade for Mathemat¬ 
ics 12 was 39 per cent. On¬ 
ly about a quarter of those 
who wrote the provincial 
exam passed. 

Liberal education critic 
Leo Glavine said the 
province’s graduates used 
to be at least in the middle 
of the pack in math com¬ 
pared to the rest of the 
country, but that’s 
changed. 

“We have slipped,” he 
said. 

The province released 
overall grade averages and 
performance results from 
the provincial exam for 
Nova Scotia’s graduates 


yesterday, and Education 
Minister Karen Casey said 
she was pleased with the 
results. 

“Obviously I’m feeling 
better than I felt this time 
last year when we re¬ 
leased them; we’ve done a 
lot of things to try and im¬ 
prove those scores,” she 
said. 

But Glavine said he does¬ 
n’t share the minister’s sat¬ 
isfaction with this year’s 
results. 

He said three things 
need to happen for scores 
to improve. 

Courses should be year¬ 
long rather than semester- 
long; there should be more 
focus on hiring teachers 
with strong mathematics 
backgrounds; and the 
money that goes into the 
grade 12, provincial “exit” 


exam should go toward 
grade 9 math assessments 
to target student weak¬ 
nesses early on. 

Casey said the grades 
aren’t where she’d like 
them to be, but the depart¬ 
ment’s efforts toward im¬ 
provement are translating 
into better scores. 

She said the department 
will look into prerequisite 
courses that better prepare 
students for grade 12 
math, additional profes¬ 
sional development for 
math teachers and more 
focus on ensuring students 
are enrolled in appropriate 
courses. 

“We have over 40 per 
cent who are still taking 
advanced math and it’s de¬ 
signed for about 20 per 
cent of your population,” 
she said.

Deborah Brunt, one of 


the board members who 
appealed the firing, says 
the Appeal Court’s deci¬ 
sion will help prevent 
things like this from hap¬ 
pening in the future. 

“I am so glad we ap¬ 
pealed. Although the deci¬ 
sion was not in our favour, 
it lays down a better frame¬ 
work for future boards 
that might find themselves 
in the same position,” said 
Brunt. 

She added there needs to 
be changes in legislation to 
prevent firings of entire 
boards over the actions of 
a few members.

B.C. researchers target 
breast cancer ‘factories’

New research at the B.C. 
Cancer Agency may help 
find ways to identify and 
shut down stem cells that 
act as cancer factories to 
produce breast tumour 
cells. 

Published yesterday in 
the journal Cell Stem Cell, 
the study by B.C. Cancer 
Agency researchers identi¬ 
fies a comprehensive cata¬ 
logue of genes that appear 
in normal breast stem 
cells. 

Dr. Afshin Raouf, lead 
author, said the approach 
is to understand how the 
normal stem cells work. 

That way researchers 
can translate that knowl¬ 
edge into learning how 
those cells can go “wrong” 
and work toward fixing 
them. 

“Moving forward is to 
understand how these 
same molecules can mis- 
fimction to produce a new 
entity of cancer stem

Hurricane season’s 
second storm forms

Archeologists explore cave 
beneath Mexican pyramid 


Mexico city. Archeologists 
are opening a cave sealed 
for more than 30 years deep 
beneath a Mexican pyramid 
to look for clues about the 
mysterious collapse of one 
of ancient civilization’s 
largest cities. 

The soaring Teotihuacan 
stone pyramids, now a ma¬ 
jor tourist site about an 
hour outside Mexico City, 
were discovered by the an¬ 
cient Aztecs around 1500 
AD, not long before the ar¬ 
rival of Spanish explorers to 
Mexico. 

But little is known about 
the civilization that built 
the immense city, with its 
ceremonial architecture 
and geometric temples, and 
then torched and aban¬ 
doned it around 700 AD. 

Archeologists are now re¬ 
visiting a cave system that is 
buried 20 feet (6 metres) be¬ 
neath the towering Pyra¬ 
mid of the Sun and extends 
into a tunnel stretching for

some 295 feet (90 meters) 
with a height of 8 feet (2.4 
meters). 

They say new excavations 
begun this month could be 
the key to unlocking infor¬ 
mation about the sacred rit¬ 
uals of the people who in¬ 
habited the city, later 
dubbed “The Place Where 
Men Become Gods” by the 
Aztecs who believed it was a 
divine site. 

“We think it had a ritual 
purpose. Offerings were 
placed at the very end of the 
tunnel as part of the pyra¬ 
mid’s construction 

process,” Mexican archeolo¬ 
gist Alejandro Sarabia told 


Reuters. 

“We want to find out why 
the Teotihuacan people 
sealed it and when,” he said. 

Sarabia said the tunnel 
was first discovered in the 
early 1970s but it was closed 
soon afterward, and most of 
the information about it 
was lost when the archeolo¬ 
gist who found it died. 

Teotihuacan is Mexico’s 
oldest major archeological 
site and during its heyday in 
500 AD, the city was home 
to some 200,000 people, ri¬ 
valing the size of ancient 
Rome at that time, accord¬ 
ing to archeologists. 

Today, it is surrounded by 
encroaching slums spilling 
over from the outskirts of 
Mexico City, but swarms of 
tourists still visit the giant 
65-meter sun pyramid each 
year to celebrate the spring 
equinox festival marking 
the sun’s return to the 
northern hemisphere.

Suit swamps records 

Speedo LZR Racer credited as times fall on road to the Olympics 


Alex Baumann can recall a time 
when it didn’t take 15 minutes to 
squeeze into your swimsuit. 

But there’s little doubt in the 1984 
double Olympic gold medallist’s 
mind what he’d be wearing if he 
was getting ready for the 2008 Bei¬ 
jing Summer Games — the same 
Speedo LZR Racer model in which 
more than 40 world records have 
been broken since February. 

“Certainly, I would be wearing it 
if I would be competing now,” said 
Baumann, with a laugh. 

He’s not alone. Even swimmers 
who have lucrative deals with ri¬ 
val swimwear companies are 
switching allegiances. 

Among the defections are Japan¬ 
ese star Kosulce Kitajima, who last 
month shattered the world record 
in the 200-metre breaststroke 
while wearing the LZR Racer on a 
trial basis. Needless to say, he’s 
not switching back, having 
grudgingly gotten the go- 
ahead from the Japan Swim¬ 
ming Federation and 

Mizuno, his swimwear 
sponsor. 

Nike also caved into pres¬ 
sure recently, giving per¬ 
mission to seven of its 
U.S. swimmers, in¬ 
cluding stars 
Brendan 
Hansen and 
Aaron Peirsol, 
to use the LZR 
Racer at the 
U.S. Olympic 
trials. 

“It’s caught 
the world by 
surprise so 
much that we 
have to keep 
in mind it’s 
about the 
swimmer,” 
said Canadian 
Olympic team 
head coach 
Tom Johnson. 

Speedo spon¬ 
sors the Cana¬ 
dian team. They 
got their new 
suits after their 
Olympic trials 
in April, and 
have been wear¬ 
ing them in com¬ 
petition since, es¬ 
tablishing personal 
bests, setting a

handful of Canadian records, but 
not exactly setting the world on 
fire. 

But then that’s pretty much 
where Canada stood before the ar¬ 
rival of the LZR Racer, which will 
retail for about $550. 

“ft still comes down to the fact 
you better be a well-prepared ath¬ 
lete or you don’t have a 
hope in hell, suit or no 
suit,” said Johnson. 

There’s been a lot of 
hyperbole, with Aus¬ 
tralian Libby Lenton 
saying the swimsuit 
made her feel like she 
was “swimming down¬ 
hill” and U.S. superstar 
Michael Phelps stating he 
felt like a rocket. 

Some critics have 
called it “techno¬ 
logical doping,” 
but Speedo had 
the suit approved 
by swimming’s in¬ 
ternational govern¬ 
ing body, FINA, 
and complied with 
their demands to 
make it available to 
everyone compet¬ 
ing in Beijing. 

There’s also a 
lawsuit. Tyr Sport 
Inc., a competitor, 
is suing Speedo 
for allegedly vio¬ 
lating antitrust 
laws, restraint 
of trade and false 
advertising. Tyr 
also filed suit 
against U.S. 
head coach 
Mark Schubert 
for allegedly dis¬ 
paraging 

Speedo’s competi¬ 
tors after he said 
swimmers at the 
U.S. Olympic trials 
should wear Speedo 
‘or they may end up 
at home watching on 
NBC.” 

Then there’s just try¬ 
ing to get it on. It took 


Phelps a half hour the first time he 
tried. Most swimmers can get it on 
in 10 to 15 minutes; the really ex¬ 
perienced ones can even do it in 
five. They say the key is to be pa¬ 
tient, no yanking and make sure 
your nails are well trimmed so you 
don’t poke holes in it. It stretches 
with each wearing and usually 
lasts for four or five swims. 

But for the most part, swimmers 
are enamoured of this suit made 
from high-density microfibre. 

“The women love it,” said 
Speedo executive Stu Isaac. “I tell 
them they’re wearing a designer 
Italian fabric.” 

But Brent S. Rushall, a San Diego 
State University sports physiology 
professor and long-time critic of 
full-body suits, doesn’t believe the 
LZR Racer is deserving of its hype. 
He notes in a paper he wrote on 
the subject that none of the NASA 
science or any science involved in 
the project has been made avail¬ 
able in public or peer-reviewed 
forms. 

“The claims made about the LZR 
Racer still contain exaggeration, 
speculative statements, and large¬ 
ly are unsupported by evidence,” 
said Rushall. He attributes the 
string of impressive performances 
to Olympic Games stimulus, tech¬ 
nique improvements, training im¬ 
provements and psychology. 

Isaac said there’s no doubt the 
LZR Racer’s been providing swim¬ 
mers with a huge boost mentally. 
He recalls how when they first

rolled the suit out in March, Kirsty 
Coventry of Zimbabwe broke the 
second oldest world record on the 
books in the women’s 200-metre 
backstroke while wearing the LZR 
Racer for the first time. It snow¬ 
balled from there. 

“My degree’s in sports psycholo¬ 
gy,” said Isaac. “I know when that 
starts to happen, it’s just a self-ful¬ 
filling prophecy. When they see 
some records, now they stand on 
the block and say, ‘I know this is 
going to be faster.’” 

Breaststroke specialist Mike 
Brown of Perth, Ont., a silver 
medallist at the 2005 worlds, is 
among the believers. He said he’s 
taken two seconds off his personal 
best times for this time of year. 

“Whether that suit will actually 
take two seconds off your personal 
best or whether it’s a combination 
of you thinking that it will and the 
suit, it doesn’t matter as long as 
that time comes off.”

Among the things Speedo executive Stu Isaac credits for the step forward in tech¬ 
nology with the LZR Racer: 

• Work done with NASA to reduce drag. Through wind tunnel testing and use of 
computational fluid dynamics — the latter software partially developed by a 
branch of ANASYS in Waterloo, Ont. — they found the key places to create com¬ 
pression in the suit and reduce drag. 

• Where the seams used to be sewn and glued, they now laser cut the fabric and 
then ultrasonically fuse the fabric to create a seamless effect, meaning less drag. In 
testing, the fabric breaks before seams do.

If Shawn Turple had his 
way, he'd win this year's 
Carquest Maritime Pro 
Stock Tour crown in a 
cakewalk.

Turple, an Enfield native, 
sits second in the points 
standings behind leader 
Wayne Smith of Timber- 
lea. 

“Every one of us, ideally, 
we’d like to be able to pull 
out with a bit of a lead 
now,” said Turple, who has 
won two of four races as 
the 11-event season sched¬ 
ule nears its mid-point. 

“It’d make things easier 
the last couple of weeks, 
but that’s probably not 
gonna happen the way 
everyone’s running.

“I’m 
sure we’re going to be bat¬ 
tling tooth and nail against 
him for the rest of the 
year.” 

Turple, in his fourth year 
on the tour, is also feeling 
pressure from behind — 
Shawn Tucker of Frederic¬ 


ton, N.B., is just three 
points back, followed by 
Kent Vincent of Crapaud, 
P.E.I. and rookie Lonnie 
Sommerville of Saint John, 
N.B.

Review Kit Kittredge: refreshingly nonsexualized world 

Girls will love tale of plucky Kit

Wholesome fare. It’s hard 
to find fault with the line 
of dolls that inspired — 
and underwrote, to some 
degree — Patricia Roze- 
ma’s Kit Kittredge. 

The American Girl dolls 
have colonized a nice 
stretch of girlhood coincid¬ 
ing roughly with grade 
school with a gratefully 
non-sexualized world that 
aims to teach a generation 
of daughters about histoiy, 
friendship, self-reliance 
and respect, a cohort of 18- 
inch tall figures holding 
back the bulwark against 
hordes of Bratz dolls. 

Abigail Breslin plays Kit, 


a sassy but essentially 
sweet-tempered young girl 
whose 1934 has gone from 
middle class to mid-De- 
pression as her father loses 
his job and leaves Cleve¬ 
land (ably played here by 
Toronto) for Chicago to 
look for work, and her 
mother is forced to take in 
boarders. 

Chris O’Donnell seems a 
bit young for his role here 
as Kit’s dad, but he’s AWOL 
from the story for its vast 
middle stretch, so it isn’t a 
real problem. 

In any case, at least one 
parent needs to go missing 
if the protagonist in a chil¬ 
dren’s story is going to get 
their shot at an adventure, 
and it arrives in the form 
of a house full of eccentric 
boarders (played by Joan 
Cusack, Stanley Tucci and 
Jane Kralcowslci), a pair of 
young hobos (Willow 
Smith and Max Thieriot) 
and a string of robberies 
the authorities blame on 
the homeless and jobless 
filling the hobo jungles on 


the edge of town.lt takes 
too long for the story to re¬ 
ally kick in, and as a result 
it never gets up a good 
head of steam, but that 


might not be a minus for 
the movie’s intended audi¬ 
ences: the little girls be¬ 
tween five and 12 who are 
thrilled for the chance to 


see a world come to life 
that they’ve only imagined 
in hours of play and in the 
bestselling AG books. The 
scene-setting, not the 


thriller, is the heart of the 
experience for them, and 
because of this, all critical 
caveats are qualified into 
meaninglessness.

Spielberg in $i.5-billion 
talks with Indian firm 


Dreamworks. Representa¬ 
tives of Steven Spielberg 
and the Indian conglomer¬ 
ate Reliance are talking 
daily about terms of a $ 1.5- 
billion proposal that would 
allow the DreamWorks 
principal and his partners 
to produce more than 30 
films over the next five 
years at a new independ¬ 
ent studio. 

Reliance executives are 
expected to hold sit-down 
talks with Spielberg reps 
soon in New York or Los 
Angeles, though things are 
going so well they might 
hold off flying in until a 
meeting to close the deal 
later this summer. The 
business plan being dis¬ 
cussed would see Spielberg 
and top DreamWorks exec¬ 
utives create a new compa¬ 
ny financed with about 
$550 million in equity 
funding by Reliance, a sen¬ 
ior debt facility and possi¬ 
ble additional equity from 
whichever studio is chosen 
as a theatrical distributor. 

“Things are going well, 
and God willing we’ll get 
there,” said Schuyler 
Moore, a Strook & Strode & 
Lavan attorney represent¬ 
ing Reliance in the Dream¬ 
Works talks. 

Those expressing inter¬ 
est in distributing the new

company’s films include 
Universal, Fox, Disney and 
Paramount. 

DreamWorks was ac¬ 
quired by Viacom Inc’s 
Paramount Pictures for 
$1.6 billion in 2006, and 
promptly became responsi¬ 
ble for such hits as Dream- 
girls, Disturbia and Trans¬ 
formers, the latter a co¬ 
production with Para¬ 
mount. 

Paramount will distrib¬ 
ute all DreamWorks-brand¬ 
ed films at least through 
year’s end, when contract 


provisions allow Spielberg 
to opt out of his Para¬ 
mount deal and take 
DreamWorks chairman 
David Geffen, Dream¬ 
Works president Stacey 
Snider and the Dream¬ 
Works name with him. 

The name actually is 
controlled by the separate 
public company Dream¬ 
Works Animation, but it's 
assumed Spielberg would 
be granted the right to use 
the name at whatever new 
company he sets up. 

Spielberg still could de¬ 
cide simply to strike a new 
distribution arrangement 
with one of the suitor stu¬ 
dios and forgo setting up a 
whole new company. But 
sources suggest that the 
iconic hyphenate sorely 
wants to own the movies 
he produces and is likely to 
seal a deal with Reliance 
by summer’s end. 

Reliance is the only 
prospective equity partner 
for Spielberg currently in 
advanced talks with his 
reps. 

Terms of its proposed fi¬ 
nancing arrangement still 
could get tweaked substan¬ 
tially, but principals of the 
diversified conglomerate 
appear committed to 
working out a final deal 
with Spielberg. reuters

Record-store riots, after¬ 
parties shut down by police 
helicopters and copyright 
woes are just some of the 
incidents surrounding Crys¬ 
tal Castles.

ridiculous, this has nothing 
to do with him, it’s clear 
that the band has never 
profited from these sam¬ 
ples. These ancient songs 
have nothing to do with the 
band’s current success.” 

Driving that success — 
which is presently in buzz 
mode — is the duo’s album 
itself. One way to view their 


snarling electro punk is 
through contrasts. More 
overtly aggressive, chaotic 
tracks like Alice Practice 
can be interpreted as bal¬ 
ancing comparatively mel¬ 
low, rhythmic ones like Un¬ 
trust Us. While the songs on 
the album are placed in 
chronological order, the 
compositions themselves 
seem to cover a pretty wide 
range of emotional dynam¬ 
ics — though Kath dis¬ 
agrees. 

“This is all subjective. You 
hear contrasts. I hear the 
same hostility in every 
song,” he writes. “Alice Prac¬ 
tice I hear an early experi¬ 
ment which switches back 
and forth between melody 
and grating noise ... (In Un¬ 
trust Us) I simply hear sad¬ 
ness and agitation.”

More than 700 pieces of folk art from Nova Scotia adorn exhibit

It looks like a simple grey 
bird - made out of a few 
carved pieces of wood - 
but Laurie Hamilton 
assures you it's a Canada 
goose. 

“It is quite magical art 
because it is a quite per¬ 
sonalized view the artist 
had about the world,” said 
the co-curator of the Art 
Gallery of Nova Scotia’s 
new exhibit of folk art. 

“It is whimsical, and 
people can’t help but 
smile when they see these 
objects,” she said about 
the works of display in 
Show Of Hands: Folk Art 
Of Nova Scotia. “There is a 
lot of humour and self 
deprecating.” 

Hamilton said the 
gallery has more than 700 
pieces of folk art in its per¬ 
manent collection, but on¬ 
ly a few pieces have been 
on display over the last six 
years. 

“The gallery is noted for 
its collection,” Hamilton 
said. “I think one of rea¬ 
son people come to the 
gallery from away is be¬ 
cause they expect to see 
folk art — and now they 
can.” 

She, along with former 
collections manager Judy 
Dietz, decided to co-curate 
the show, which fills an 
upper floor of the gallery.

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Mansion may honour Lee 

Property that once belonged to Kung Fu legend could become museum

A mansion that once 
belonged to Kung Fu leg¬ 
end Bruce Lee in Hong 
Kong may be preserved as 
a museum, giving belated 
recognition to one of the 
city’s most famous sons, a 
newspaper reported yes¬ 
terday. 

Billionaire philanthro¬ 
pist tycoon Yu Panglin had 
put Lee’s two-storey, 5,699- 
square-foot townhouse in 
an upscale leafy Kowloon 
suburb up for sale but later 
changed his mind, accord¬ 
ing to Hong Kong’s South 
China Morning Post. 

“I will consider the views 
of the community and dif¬ 
ferent parties. I may con¬ 
sider donating the proper¬ 
ty if the majority thinks 
we should preserve it,” Yu 
said in the report, adding 
he had turned down an of¬ 
fer of $13 million US. 

Lee, who died in mysteri¬ 
ous circumstances in 1973 
at age 32, starred in such 
Kung Fu classics as Fist Of 
Fury, Game Of Death and 
Enter The Dragon. 


He is revered both by 
martial arts adherents and 
movie buffs the world over 
for popularizing the Kung 
Fu cinematic genre, and 
helping usher in a golden 
age of Hong Kong film in 


the late 1960s. 

Despite intense lobbying 
by fans, Hong Kong has 
done little to preserve the 
U.S.-born star’s legacy in 
his adopted city beyond 
erecting a statue along the 


city’s famous waterfront. 

“That would be fantastic 
news because fans and the 
community wouldn’t have 
the money to buy out this 
property,” Michael Tien, a 
member of Hong Kong’s

Bob Dylan’s lover, 
muse tells her story 


feature It’s not easy living 
with having been the muse 
and lover of any great 
artist, let alone someone 
with demigod status like 
Bob Dylan. 

But that’s the baggage 
that Suze Rotolo, who 
lived with Dylan in the 
1960s and was a major in¬ 
fluence in his early work, 
has been cariying for near¬ 
ly half a century. 

Now she has broken her 
silence with a book, A Free¬ 
wheelin’ Time — A Mem¬ 
oir of Greenwich Village in 
the Sixties, published by 
Broadway Books, an im¬ 
print of Doubleday. 

“He’s the elephant in the 
room of my life,” said Roto¬ 
lo, now 64, as she dis¬ 
cussed her book and her 
life over iced tea in a 
restaurant near the Green¬ 
wich Village loft where she 
lives with her family. 

“I’m glad I came 
out,’’said Rotolo, a soft-spo¬ 
ken woman with an easy 
smile who works as a visu-

al artist. She unwittingly 
became an icon of the Six¬ 
ties in 1963 when Colum¬ 
bia records chose a picture 
of her walking arm-in-arm 
with Dylan on a snowy 
Greenwich Village street 
for the cover of his ground¬ 
breaking second album, 
The Freewheelin’ Bob Dy¬ 
lan. 

A nearly identical pic¬ 
ture from the same public¬ 
ity shoot graces the cover 
of her nearly 400-page 
memoir. 


It tells the story of a shy 
young Italian-American 
girl from Queens who 
moved across the East Riv¬ 
er to Greenwich Village to 
find herself, and got 
caught up in the whirl¬ 
wind of the early 1960s 
folk music scene and civil 
rights movement. 

“It felt good to tell these 
stories, to tell stories that 
my son can read, and so 
people of other genera¬ 
tions can know what that 
period was like. What I 
wanted to show is that we 
were all human, young, 
had fun and produced 
something.” 

She met Dylan, who had 
moved to New York from 
Minnesota, at a concert in 
1961 when she was 17 and 
he was 20. The two fell in 
love and became insepara¬ 
ble in the years during his 
transformation from folk 
singer to spokesman for a 
generation. 

The book describes the 
creative crucible that 


Greenwich Village was at 
the time, with its music 
clubs and cafes serving as 
magnets for artists, musi¬ 
cians and poets seeking to 
breathe in a heady new air 
after the socially suffocat¬ 
ing 1950s. 

A very private person 
herself, she still respects 
Dylan’s privacy and the 
memoir is not by any 
means a “tell all” book. 

“I could have been 
nasty,” she joked during 
the interview. “I could 
have evened scores. But 
why would I do that at my 
age?” 

Rotolo’s memoir is not 
just about her relationship 
with Dylan. It is an enter¬ 
taining roadmap of how 
Greenwich Village was in 
the early 1960s, written by 
a privileged participant-ob¬ 
server. It includes personal 
photos, parts of letters she 
and Dylan exchanged and 
her own notebook entries 
and illustrations from the 
period. reuters
